In  view  of  the  reports  disseminated  through  the  press 
and  other  new  agencies  to  tlie  effect  that  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  is  being  urged  to  pass  and  is  seriously  consider- 
ing  the  passing  of  legislation  repealing  Section  14-B  of  the 
aft-IIartley  Law*,  which  would  in  effect  make  it  compulsory 
[throughout  the  states  of  the  Union  that  persons  remain  or 
jcome  members  of  a labor  union  as  a condition  of  employ- 
lent  or  continuation  of  employment  where  an  organized 
union  is  recognized  as  the  bargaining  agent,  we  hereby  re- 
iterate a statement  heretofore  made  by  President  McKay  and 
published  at  his  request  to  the  following  effect : 

“WE  STAND  FOR  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
and  for  all  rights  secured  thereby  to  both  sovereign  states  of 
the  Union  and  to  the  individual  citizen. 

“We  believe  it  is  fundamental  that  the  right  to  voluntary 
unionism  should  once  again  be  reestablished  in  this  nation  and 
that  State  riglit-to-work  laws  should  be  maintained  inviolate. 
At  the  basis  of  all  of  our  doctrine  stands  the  right  to  the  free 
agency  of  man.  We  are  in  favor  of  maintaining  this  free 
agency  to  ilie  greatest  extent  possible.  We  look  adversely 
upon  any  infringement  thereof  not  essential  to  the  proper 
exercise  of  polype  power  of  the  state.” 

It  is  our  sincere  desire  and  earnest  prayer  that  no  action 
will  be  taken  by  the  President  or  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  that  would  tend  to  interfere  with  the  God-given  right 
of  men  to  exercise  free  agency  in  seeking  and  maintaining 
work  privileges.

Dr.  B.  Kent  Harrison,  BYU  phy- 
sics professor,  recently  collabo- 
rated on  the  writing  of  a new 
book  on  “Gravitation  Theory  and 
Gravitational  Collap.se”,  which 
presents  the  theory  of  stars  exist- 
ing so  compact  that  they  might 
weigh  several  million  tons  per 
cubic  inch. 

WORK  ON  THE  PROJECT 
was  started  in  1957  at  Princeton , 
University  by  Dr.  John  Wheeler,' 
professor  of  physics.  The  other] 
three  co-authors,  Dr.  Harrison, 
Kip  S.  Thorne  of  Princeton,  and 
Masami  WaKano  of  Kyoto  Uni-i 
versity  of  Japan,  were  all  slu-j 
dents  of  Dr.  Wheeler.  ] 

Authors  of  the  book  believe  that 
super  dense  stars  are  not  stable 
and  are  continually  collapsing 
under  their  own  gravitational 
pull,  emitting  large  amounts  of; 
light  and  energy.  This  may  serve 
as  a model  for  so-called  “quasi- 
stellar  radio  sources”  which  are 
distant  objecjs  newly  discovered 
by  astronomers  within  the  last 
three  years.

IT  IS  IIYPOTHKSI/.ED  that 
these  stars  are  the  end  product 
of  gigantic  explosions  or  super- 
novae in  space.  These  infrequent 
exposions  have  been  observed 
only  a few  times  in  the  Milky 
Way  galaxy  during  the  past  1,000 
years. 

Scientists  further  believe  it 
may  be  possible  that  the  neutrons 
and  protons  may  occasionally  be 
crushed  or  split  contradict  cher- 
ished principles  of  nuclear  phys- 
ics that  only  the  atom  can  be 
split,  and  not  individual  elements 
within  the  atom. 

It  is  conjectured  that  material 
in  such  stars  is  so  compact  that 
their 'atoms  may  be  cru.shed  to 
the  point  where  they  break  down 
into  compdnents  of  electrons,  pro 
tons,  and  neutrons. 

RECENT  ROC  KET  OBSERVA- 
TIONS  in  space  have  revealed  un- 
explained sources  of  X-ray  light 
in  our  galaxy.  The  authors  pre- 
dict that  light  from  a star  would 
be  appreciably  reddened  by  gra- 
vitational pull  of  the  star.  This 
pull  may  shift  the  wave  length 
of  liie  star  so  that  instruments 
would  be  unable  to  detect  the  red 
ness. 

Instruments  in  space  would  be 
unable  to  see  these  super  dense 
stars,  but  would  be  able  to  feel 
their  gravitational  pull.
